1 legislation in this State te conform 
to it while it remains intact, and to 
probibit any enactment of law depend- 
ent for vital force upon any such con- 
tingency as achangein the Constitu- 
tion by either amendment or entire 
revision. Certain itis, to my mind, 
that if a bill can be and ap- 

roved to become a living, effective 
w upon the amendnient of the .Con- 
stitution, so as to permit such legisia- 
tion now inhibited, the same can be 
done in view of an entire revision of 
that instrument. And if it be permis- 
sible for the Legislature to pass laws 
upon one subject in view of sach con- 
tingent takiug effect, it may do so 
on almost any subject demanding 
legislative action; and thus the entire 
time of a session might be occupied in 
such enactments, the entire expenses 
of such session be incurred, and not 
an act be tending to the supply 
of immediate wants. If it can be done 
at all, there is no limit. 
But, cana bill for a law be enacted 
by the Legislature of this State de- 
pendent for vitality upon the vote of 
the people? I think not, for more than 
one reason. 
Article 3 of our Constitution 
divides the powers of our State govern- 
‘ ment into three separate and distinct 
departments: The Legislative, the 
Executive and the Judicial; aad it 
specially bestows upon the first named 
of these the power and enjoins upon it 
solemnly the grave duty of enacting 
all such statutory laws as shall from 
time to time be needed, unless ex- 
ressly or by necessary implication 
nhibited by fundamental law. That 
is, the people, in their aggregate capac- 
ity, have not only delegated their law- 
making power—primarily existing in 
them—to the Legislature, but have 
wholly relinquished it, as to them- 
selves, and lodged it permanently in 
that co-ordinate branch of the State 
government. At least, it ie, and will 
remain there, until that instrument 
shall be amended or revised, accordin 
to its own terms, so asto remove it 
wholly or in age This power, given 
by the veople in their approved or- 
ganic law, to the Legislature can be 
exercised by it alone,and cannot be 
by it delegated to any man or body of 
men or relegated to the people. The 

wers given to each one of the three 
co-ordinate departments must be ex- 
ercised by them respectively, as de- 
fined, and neither can delegate its 
powers or devolve its duties and 
respousibilities upon anyone else, As 
the Executive must, for itself, and not 
by agency, see that the laws be faith- 
fully executed, and asthe Judiciary 
must, for itself, and not by agency, 
adjudicate upon and administer the 
laws, so the Legislature must, per se, 
make the statutory laws of the com- 
monwealth. It cannot shift its respon- 
sibility to the people or any portion or 
body of them. 

Numerous authorities have been 
called to my attention to show that an 
Act of the Legislature may be made to 
depend upon “contingency” for its 

t. Asan abstract proposition this 

is undoubtedly true. “Bat such a 
statute when it comes from the hands 
of the Legislature must be law in 
presenti, to take effect in futuro," says 
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvania 
in the case of Commonwealth vs. 
Parker, 6th Barr’s [Penn.] Reports, 
400. If this bill, by its terms,

Whenever a 
ch has been made by the 
ture in aumber and boundaries of the 
Judicial Districts it has of necessity 
been done in advance of the Acts 
taking effect, because their taking 
effect was always contingent under our 
Constitution, upon the expiration of 
the terms of office of the Judges, or the 
mappeding of a vacancy therein. 
question under Sonckiernien in 
the celebrated case of vs. Com- 
mopwealth, @ih Barr’s [Penn.] Re- 
rts, was whether an Act of the Leg- 
lature of that State, submitting the 
question of licensing the retail sale of 
liquors to the vote of sub-divisions of 
the voters (local option) was constitn- 
tional. The Court held the Act to be 
void, and in discussing the proposi- 
tion, among other things, said: 
**Mindful of the ancient institutions of 
the country, and following the exam- 
ple set by the Federal Constitution, 
the people of Pennsylvania when 
ordaining and establishing a funda- 
mental law for the government of the 
commonwealth decreed that the Legis- 
lative power shall be vested in a Gen- 
eral Assembly.’’ The Court then adds 
that that provision of the Constitution 
of 1790 was reiterated in that of 1835, 
then in force, and which had been, as 
was ours, adopted by a vote of the 
whole people; “thus conclusively 
showing that the experience of nearly 
balfa century had worked no change 
in the sentiment which lodged the 
legislative authority of the common- 
wealth in selected and responsible 
bodies of men, liable to the animad- 
versions of their constituents, as the 
only safe depository of we “Gr of 
the sovereign power.”’ be Court 
argued ably the proposition that the 
legislative power thus lodged by the 
people in their General Assembly, 
could not be exercised by any other 
ene or body. There was nothing 
n their fundamental law permitting 
it; and there is notbing in ours which 
even squintsat it. Oo this point we 
again quote that Court: “Among the 
rimai axioms of jurisprudence, polit- 
valand municipal, iste be found the 
principle that an agent, unless ex- 
preeeey empowered, cannot transfer 
is delegated authority to another, 
more especially when it rests in a 
confidence, partaking the nature of a 
trust,-and requiring for its due dis- 
charge understanding, knowledge and 
rectitude * * * And what shall 
be said to be a higher trust, based upon 
a broader confidence, than the legisla- 
tivefunction? * * * it is a duty 
which cannot, therefore, be transferre 
by the representative. No, not even 
to the people themselves, for they 
have forbidden it by the solewn ex- 
pression of their wili that the legisla- 
tive power shall be vested in the Gen- 
eral Assembly.”’ 


On this point our fundamental law 
says: “The legislative authority of 
this State shall be vested in a Senate 
and Assembly, which shall be desig- 
nated ‘The Legislature of the State of 
Nevada.’’’ This language is similar 
in import to that above cited from the 
Constitution of Pennsylvania; is 
equally significant and fully as ex- 
clusive as to the power thereby 
granted. There is not in this, nor in 
any other provision of our organic 
law, anything authorizing the Legis- 
lature to refer any Act it may pass to 
the vote of the people or any portion 
of them, to decide as to whether it 
shall be effective law. The Constitu- 
tion being thus silent, it the Legisla- 
ture can refer an Act to the decision of 
all it can to any number of the voters 
of the State as tothe question of its 
effect. If the Legislature can delegate 
or relegate its power, the Executive 
and Judiciary, by parity of reasoning, 
may dothesame. On this point Chiet 
Justice Booth, of the Court of Errors 
aod Appeals of Delaware, said ina 
pertinent case: ‘Theabsurd spectacle 
of a Governor referring it to a popular 
vote, whether a criminal convicted of 
a capital offense, should be pardoned 
or exeouted, would be the subject of 
universal ridicule; and were a Ovurt of 
Justice, iustead of deciding a case 
themselves, to direct the prothonatary 
lo enter judgment for the plaintiff or 
detendant according to the popular 
vote of the county, the commuality 
would be disgusted with the folly, 
ifijustioe and iniquity of the p . 
ings.”’ Quoting the above language of 
Justice Booth, the Supr-me Court of 
Pennsylvania adds: “And yet these 
branches (meaniug the Executive and 
the Judicial) of the government derive 
their authority from the same iustru- 
ment which confers the power of leg- 
islation upou the General Assembly, 
and are not more strongiy restrained 
by its terms than is the latter body 
from devolving their duties and re- 
sponsibilities upor others,”

forcible citations’ from the case abuve 
stated, as well as from the case of Barto 
yo wg gang ay York Court of 

ppeais, . t 1 deem quotations 
made quite sufficient. *

vided the Legislature could pass such 

Acts ad libitum, and could

to them spevial and exclusive privi- 
we nak tor phone gt rights had been 
acgu ‘under them, or they had 
ripened into the atatus of a contract 
between the State and the corporation 
they would be irrepealabie. The 
proposition to permit such a thing in 
this State must be startling to every 
reflecting mind. It is observable, 
from the language of the first section 
of the bill under consideration, that if 
the bill became a law, and coald, 
under the Conatitution be effective, it 
would confer upon the es therein 
named, or a majority of them, the sole 
aod exclusive privilege of organizing 
& corporation to be known as the 
“Nevada. Lottery Company,’’ with the 
authority “to maintain, conduct and 
carry on a lottery in the State of Ne- 
vada for a period of 25 years from and 
after the ratification and approval by 
the people of the State of Nevada of 
an amendment to Section 4, Article 
4,of the Constitution of the State of 
Nevada, authorizing the Legislature 
to provide for the organization and 
incorporation of a lottery in the State 
of Nevada, and to designate the 
amount of revenue that shal! annually 
be paid into the State Treasury by 
said corporation.”’ 

This would certainly, as intended, 
make the privilege of incorporating, 
as well as that of maintaining, con- 
duc:ing and carrying On a fottery, 
special and exclusive. 

But asaclincher on this point, Sec- 
tion 6 provides that, if the said pro- 

corporation shall perform its 
duties, as evujoined in the proposed 
Act, it, the Act, “shall be treated as a 
contract between the State of Nevada 
and said corporation.”’ The effect of 
this would be to render the Act irre- 
pealable, (were it not for fundamen- 
tal inoibition) as soon as the corpora- 
tion bad taken the primary steps in 
the discharge of its duties,and so it 
would remain, until the corporation 
failed in performance of its duties, 
as enjoined by the Act. And certainly 
the Act, as a whole,is,in effect,as much 
a substantial infringement of Section 
1, Article 8, as it would have been,had 
it, in terms, created or att»mpte to cre- 
ate a corporation outright. 

Were it constitutional to enact that, 
a law should take effect upon the 
ameudment, by the people, of the Con- 
stitution, the bill under consideration 
could not take effect upon the happen- 
ing of the contingeacy therein named, 
because of the inhibition of section 1, 
Article 8,of the Constitution. In other 
words: Were that instrument 
amended to morrow in the manner 
proposed and now pending, and in 
course of legislative action, there is no 
‘general law’’ which provides for the 
organization of any corporation to in- 
stitute, conduct or carry on a lottery; 
and one cannot be organized until 
such “general law’’ be passed, or 
Section 1, Article 8, shall have been 
awended, abolishing the existing re- 
quirement of a general law. 

It will observed 
Coustituations of many of the 
States including our own in 
in speaking of corporations brought 
into existence by yirtue of general 
laws, uses the expression: “Formed 
under general laws,’’ or “organized 
under general laws;” and when speak- 
ing of those owing their origin to di- 
roct legislative enactment, denomi- 
nates them as “created by a special 
Act,”’ or “created by special statute.”’ 

To show that there has long been a 
growing disposition in the minds of 
the American people to prevent the 
“creation of corporations by special! 
Act’”’ or “by special legislation,” and 
conferring in that manner of “special 
privileges,”’ I give the following quo- 
tations from different Constitutions: 

Section 1, Article 13, of the Constitu- 
tion of Kentucky,adopted in 1850,reads 
thus: “Thatall freemen, when they 
form a social compact, areequal, and 
that no man, or set of men, are en- 
titled to exclusive, separate public 
emoluments or privileges from the 
community, but in cousideration of 
public services, ”’ 

Section 1, Article 8, Constitution of 
Iowa, 1847, reads thus: ‘No corpora- 
tiou shall be formed by special laws; 
but the General Assembly shall pro- 
vide, by general laws, for the organi- 
zation of all corporations hereafter to 
be created, except as hereinafter pro- 
vided.”’ 

Section 1, Article 9, Wisconsin, 1848, 
reads thus: “Corporations without 
banking powers or privileges may be 
formed under general laws, but sha)! 
not bec by special Act, except 
for municipal purposes, and in cases 
where, in the judgment of the Legisla- 
ture, the objects of the corporation 
cannot be obtained under eae laws, 
All general laws or special acts enacted 
under the provisions of this section, 
may be altered or repealed by the Leg- 
islature at any time after their pas- 


Section 31, Article 4, Constitution 
California, 1849, reads thus: *Cor- 
porations may be furmed under gen- 
eral Jaws, but shall not be created by

Constitution of Ohio, 1851, Article 
13, “Section 1: The General Assem- 
bly shall pass no special Act confer- 
ring corporate powers,.”’ “Section 2: 
Uorporations may be formed under 
— laws, but all such laws may, 

rom time to time, be altered or re- 
pea.ed. 
Section 13, Article 11, Constitution 
Indiana, 1851, reads thus: “Corpora- 
tions, other than banking, shall not be 
created by special Act, but may be 
formed under general laws.”’ 

Section 1, Article 10, Constitution 
Tilinois, 1847, reads thus: ‘‘Corpora- 
tions not possessing banking powers 
or privileges, may be formed under 

eral laws, but shall not be created 

¥ special Acts, except for municipal 

urposes, and in cases where, in the 

judgment of the General Assembly, 

the objects of the corporation cannot 
be attained under general laws.”’ 

Section 1, Article 15, Constitution 
Michigan, 1850, reads thus: “Corpo- 
rations may be formed under general 
laws, but shall not be created by 
special Act, except for municipal pur- 
poses. All laws passed pursuant to 
this sectioa may be altered, amended 
or repealed,.”’ 

And, finally, as the latest framed and 
adopted at my commacd, I call your 
attention to Section 1, Article 12, New 
Constitution, California, adopted in 
convention, March 3, 1879, by the 
people, May 7, 1879. It reads thus: 
“Corporations may be formed under 
general laws, but shall not be created 
by special Act. All laws in 
force in this State concerning corpo- 
rations, and all laws that may be here- 
after passed pursuant to this section, 
may be altered from time to time or 
repealed.”’ 

Only ten years prior to the adoption 
by California of her new Constitution 
she had a very disagreeable lottery ex- 
perience; hence, the adoption of the 
above provision, as well as the one re- 
specting lotteries and the sale of lot- 
tery tickets, which is found in Section 
26, Article 4, and reads as follows: 
“The Legislature shall have no power 
to authorize lotteries or gift enterprises 
for any purpose, and shall pass laws 
to prohibit the sale in this State of 
lottery or gift enterprise tickets, or 
tickets in any scheme in the nature of 
a lottery.” 

In concluding this formulation of 
my written objection to the bill under 
consideration, I may state, by way 
somewhat of recapitulation, that: 

1. The Constitution as it is now in- 
hibits the passage of any such Act. 

2. It does not provide for the sub- 
mission of any Act of the Legis- 
lature to the popular vote, as 
to whether it shall or not 
be effective; and it (this bill) could nct 
become effective with o: without such 
submission; and 

8. No corporation, such as the one 
contemplated by this bill, can now, or 
at any future time, be created by 
special Act, in view of the provisions 
of Sectivn 1, Article 8,of our State Con- 
stitution. 

It is a sound theory of municipal 
and political jurisprudence, reduced 
generally to practice in our country, 
that fundamental law shall be adopted, 
then legislate in view of it; but not 
legislate, aud then adopt a Constitution 
to such legislation. 

For the foregoing reasons, I am al- 
ready of the opinion thatthe passage 
of this bill, were I to approve it, would: 
be a futile attempt, in any event, to at- 
tain the objects therein mentioned. 

The bill, with tbese objections 
thereto, will be, by the Honorable 
Secretary of State, laid befere the hon- 
orable Senate, when next organized 
and in session.

Borra.o, N. Y., March, 18. 
The Richmond Hotel and St. James 
Hall were burned early this morning. 
The loss is fully half a million dol- 


rency, by which German trade in 
the Pacific can be increased.

Germany could to- 
morrow pay the national debt in 
silver thalers, and then not be 
defrau ling her creditors, as a thaler 
is now legal tender.”’

TELEGRAPHIC BREVITIES 


—Bar silver 99%. 

—Last night about three inches of 
snow fell at Cisco, and six inches at 
the Summit. 

—Senator Jones, of Florida, will 
leave Detroit for home in a few days, 
to again enter the race for Senator 
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lars. A number of lives are reported 
lost, and many persons injured. The 
building is situated on the corner of 
Main and Eagle streets. The fire was 
discovered at 3:30 this morningin the 
New Richmond Hotel; an alarm was 
sounded and the fire department re- 
sponded promptly. The house con- 
tained a large number of guests, and 
their heart-rendering shrieks could 
be plainly heard. Ladders were 
raised as soon as possible, and as 
many as could be, were taken out. 
A large number of them were unable 
to effect their escape. At 4o’clock the 
entire Richmond, St. James Hall and 
other property in the block were 
doomed to speedy destruction. The 
buildings burned liketinder. The cor- 
ridor in the center of the building acted 
as a great funnel, and as the flames 


streamed upward, the guests found 
themselves imprisoned by walls of 
fire. The screams of the unfortunates 
could be heard for blocks, and at 
many ofthe windows they could be 
seen in their night clothes, calling 
wildly for help. Atoneof the third 
floor windows, ee ar were seen 
by the crowd to fall back into the 
flames. One man jumped from the 
fifth floor to the roof ofa two story 
wooden building adjoining, and was 
seriously injured. The number of 
those injured is now exactly known: 
Hon, M. W. Barz, of Oleans. N. Y.., 
was seriously burned about the hands 
and wrists. A numberof insurance 
men were in the building and several 
of them were badly injured; among 
them are W. J. McKay, of Niagara 
Falls; CO’ M, Dubois, of Syracuse; W. 
8S. Dewey, of Rochester, who escaped 
with bad burns; Clinton Bidwell, of 
Pittsburg, Pa., badly burned, At 
the hospitals are Charlies Davis, of 

New York, hands and feet bad! 
burned; H, B, Smith, of the North 
Bridge Insurance Company of New 
York, bands and feet badly burned; 
Kdward Whelan, of New York, hands 
in a terrible condition, They are 
poualty not faially injured, Fitoh 
foapital contains eight men and 

womon, all in a bad condition aud 
more or less seriously injured, All 
are from out of town except one 
woman. Two of the injured are at the 
Sisters’ Hosp.tal, There are aiso four 
persons in the General Hospital, The 
rapidity of the fire, cutting off the 
the means of escape led some persotts 
to leap for life from the windows. 
Others got down the fire escapes or on 
ladders raised by the fire department. 
The shrieks and cries of the poor 
people in the upper stories of the burn- 
ng structure were heart-rendering. 

One man, mad with terror, leaped 
from the third story window and was 
picked up from the stone sidewalk a 
mangled and bleeding corpse. Several 
who succeeded in making their escape 
were badly injured and burned, and 
some of these will prebably die. Others 
more fortunate er with slight 
injuries. It is mow believed that at 
least 12 persons were burned to death. 
There were 125 persopsin the hotel, 
70 of whom were transient guests,eight 
boarders and the remain.ier porters, 
bell bo families of the proprietors 
and clerks. Twenty-two of these 
were rescued from the wiodows by the 
firemen, and a —_ number made 
their escape by er means. The 
origin, of fire is not as yet known. 
William H. Alport, night clerk, says 
the fire started in the cloak room un- 
der the main stairway. “There 
was nobody up but myself 
the night porter and bell 
boy. I pulled all four of the fire 
on the difierent floors and the 
ape oph ms odie down stairs in their 
night clothes. @ fire followed the 
elevator, and in the course of five 
minutes it reached the top floor. I 
rushed out of the door after doing all 
I could.” Bell boy Plummer tells his 
experience as follows: “I heard a 
shout and saw the flames coming up 
the stairway from the basement. Mr. 
Alport and I turned on the hose un- 
der the main stairway. We straight- 
ened the hose out and turned the 
valve, but the water would not run; 
then we gavethealarm. The watch- 
I gota kand broke the

The woman, Eliza Fish, pers 
selling liquor after she had been 
warned anonymously to stop. 
kept a low kind of a store and grog- 
gery. The county is a prohibition 
one. Last Wednesday night the vig- 
ilantes, or law and order club, waited 
on Mrs, Fish. They took her out in 
the yard and were whipping her when 
shots were fired from over the fence, 
and three of the kuklax were left 
dead. Their names are John Long, 
Walter Turpin and John Hasty. 
There is no clue as to who did the 
shooting. Rock Castle county has 
been infested by a band of kuklux for 
10 years past, and all efforts to break 
up their lawlessness has failed. The 
old woman, Eliza Fish, had been 
whipped before by vigilantes, and her 
son was run out of the county for sell- 
ing liquor. 


A Triple Murder. 
GALVESTON, March, 18, 

A special from San Antonio to the 
News says: A tripe murder occurred 
yesterday afternoon at arailroad camp 
on the northwestern extension of the 
San Antonio & Arkansas Pass Road, 
14 miles begond Boerne. Henry Mad- 
ison, a well-known stockman and 
contractor of this city, employed a 
number of men and teams. One of 
the laborers, named William Stone, 
went to Madison and asked him for 
some money, and was told he could 
not get any untilSa urday. Stone be- 
came enraged and said he would have 
either money or blood, and wi'bout 
further provocation, pulled his revol- 
ver and fired, killing Madison in- 
stantly. Two Mexicans in the camp, 
who witnessed the shooting, ran up 
and attempted to arrestthe murderer, 
whereupon Stone shot and killed both 
of them outright. The killing is pro- 
nounced as most cold blooded, and the 
prospects are that if Stone is caught 
he will be lynched. 


Wholesale Kiduapping--Plantation 
Fires. 
New York, March 13. 
A letter from Havana dated March 
12th says that kidnapping has been 
carried on by the wholesale during the 
past week at Guirain Vuelta Abajo. 
One of the persons seized was Don 
Esteban Hermancez Domenguez, who 
was afterwards released on the pay- 
ment of $2,000. The other persons 
kidnapped were of less importance. 
Fires on sugar plantations are of 
frequent occurrence, and reports are 
daily received of losses to planters by 
this means. Although in individual 
cases the damage is not great; the ag- 
gregate loss foots up toa considerable 
figure.

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About two years ago Miss Alice 
Moore died at ber home in North 
Glendale, some three miles north 
of Reno, presumably from heart 
disease, There being no circum- 
stances surrouuding the case eal-

They are 
said to have quarreled considerably, 
and one of the results of the infe- 
licity was a charge preferred against 
Moore by the wife, before Justice 
Young, on the 4th instant, sccusing 
him of assault and battery in that 
be did unlawfully, beat, bruise aod 
strike and wound her with his fist 
and a rope in a rude and angry 
minnuer. He plead guilty to the 
charge, and tbrough his attorneys 
agreed t.) settle the matter witb bis 
wite, and thus had the trial of the 
case pees until to-morrow 
morning at 10 o’clock. 

Day before yesterday Mrs. Moore 
spain od pn before Justice 

oung and swore out another com- 
plaint against her husbacd, charg- 
ing him with the murder of their 
daughter, Alice, whose death oc- 
curred on or about the Ist of April, 
1885. She alleges that the father 
“committed the crime of murder, 
in that the said defendant did un- 
lawfully and with malice afore- 
thought kill and murder one Alice 
Moore, the daughter of defendant, 
by striking, beating, choking and 
jumping with his knees into and 
upon the breast of deceased, thereby 
causing the death of said Alice 
Moore.”’ The accused was at once 
arrested by Constable Upson and 
lodged in the county jail. He will 
be given a hearing to-morrow 
merning. 

Moore and his wife and family 
have been living in Glendale Town- 
ship for the past five or six years, 
ranebing and raising sheep. Prior 
to that time they lived in Hum- 
boldt couuty, where Moore is said to 
have had trouble of a serious char- 
acter. It is stated that he denies 
that Mrs. Moore isghis wife, not- 
withstanding five children have 
been born to them. Since the al- 
leged murder, two of the daughters 
have been married, and now reside 
in Oregon. They are reported to 
have denounced their father as the 
murderer of Alice, and will come 
to Reno to testify to that effect.
